of Navarro County, Tuesday after- 
noon issued the following state- 
ment relative to the failure of the 
Legislature to re-enact the bond 
assumption 
act 
whereby

' sums of maturing: bonds and Inter- 


est In various sections of Texas 
will revert to the tnx burden of 
the counties, 
including Navarro 


County, where road district levies 
•will be materially Increased. 


"The Forty-seventh 
Legislature 


of Texas adjourned without re-en- 
actlng the Texas Bond Assumption 
Bill, a law which has provided for 
the state to assume certain county 
bonds which were issued to pay 
for the county roads, and which 
have been Included In the State 
Highway 
system. 
These bonds 


have been paid by refunding to the 
counties one cent of the gasollns 
taxes. 


Failed to Concur. 


"Th« House and Senate refused 
to concur on any program or spe- 
cific bill for the re-enactment of 
this very valuable Legislation, and 
as a result the counties of Texas 
face certain terrific rises In tax 
rates. The officials of the sev«ml 
counties spent a great deal of time 
and personal funds In doing every- 
thing 
possible to convince the 
Legislators of the necessity of re- 
taining the Bond Assumption Act 
and the officials of Navarro Coun- 
ty used all their efforts to pro- 
tect the tax payers against this 
calamity. 


"As a member of the Legislative 


Committee of the County Judges 
and Commissioners' Association, I 
repeatedly contacted 
our Repre- 
sentatives and Senator expressing 
to them my peoples' desires in this 
matter, and yet they did not unan- 
imously vote for the bill. 
Taxes to Be Up. 
"Navarro County property own- 
ers will probably suffer as much 
M any tax payers in the State. 
Those who live in road District 
No. 1 have been paying $30,445.00 
annually on road Indebtedness with 
• tax rate of forty-three cents, 
while under the provisions of the 
Bond Assumption Act, the State 
has been paying $63,654.40 In this 
same district; in other words, the 
State, by refunding one cent of 
ten gasoline tax has been paying 
more than twice as much as the 
people In the vicinity of Coralcana, 


• and It is easy to see that it will be 
necessary for the Commissioners' 
Court to more than double the for- 
ty-three cent tax. 


"Road District No. 12, with a 
tax rate of 80 cents, has been pay- 
Ing $3,228:00, annually, while the 
Btate paid $3,188.40, thus It can be 
seen that the tax payers of this 
road district must expect a raise 
»f approximately two times what 
they have been paying. 


"The over-all average road tax 
assessment 
in 
Navarro 
County 


now is less than forty-five cents, 
whereas in the future, it will be 
necessary that this tax be almost 
eighty cents, because of the In- 
activity of the bond act. 


Contact Legislators. 


"It is almost time for the Com- 


missioners' Court to set the tax 
rates for another year and it he- 
hooves all of our citizens to con- 
tact our Legislators, especially our 
Senator, for the Senate was the 
place where the bill failed, and 
urge those men to be willing to get 
this law re-enacted. 


"The real truth of the matter Is 


the Bond Assumption Law di.es 
not expire, but the appropriation 
upon which the bill depends ex- 
pires, which amounts to the same 
thing as far as the tax payers of 
Navarro County are concerned.

Landrace bacon is as 
high as 40 per cent lean meat, 
compared to lows of 12 per cent 
In lard-type carcasses. 


Landrace hogs, and gradually re- 
place the lard-type porkers?

Hli complexion !• all right 
In cool Denmark, but he sunburns

That phenomenal 
response was but one of the count- 
less evidences of tho deep-flowing 
interest of the general public in re- 
ligion. 


While the churches are widely 


neglected; and while interest \n es- 
sential Christianity in many pul- 
pits and class-rooms Is largely ob- 
scured by modern speculation; and 
while many religious "leaders" are 
content to devote their energies to 
Incessant conferences that seem to 
result only in further conferences 
and discussions; the huge 
fact 
stands out that people everywhere 
are giving more thought than usual 
to the great central questions con- 
cerning God and human destiny. 


The Testimony of the Ruins. 
Religion* has always been man- 


kind's deepest interest. In my trav- 
els I have examined many, or moat, 
of the famous archaeological sites 
of the ancient world. Never have 
I seen one—in Babylonia, Persia, 
Syria, Palestine, Egypt, 
Turkey, 


Greece or Italy—where a temple or 
altar was not central to the ruins, 


This Is a stupendous and signifi- 


cant fact about the human race. It 
has been petrified Into the proverb, 
"Man is nn incurably religious ani- 
mal." As St. Augustine said, "Thou 
hnst made us for Thyself, O Lord, 
and our hearts will never ,be at rest 
until they rest In Thoe." 


What we are witnessing today Is 


a resurgence of the ancient race- 
hunger for God. As Job long ago 
cried, "Oh, that I knew where I 
might find'Him!" This contempo- 
rary quest explains the steady sale 
of religious books. The new devo- 
tional 
quarterly, 
"The Upper 


Room," counts its readers by mil- 
Nona. In all sorts of unexpected 
places, one catches glimpses of this 
Interest In things spiritual. Last 
evening a young man of the brok- 
er type sat In front of me In a 
train, and I noticed that he was 
absorbed in the department of a 
popular magazine 
labelled, "Re- 


ligion." 


A Belter "Best Seller." 


It is a commonplace to say that 


tlio Bible itself is the book which 
is the world's "bast seller." It al- 
ways has been. Today the record is 
arresting by contrast. According to 
"The Religious Digest," "That per- 
ennial best-seller, the Bible, took a 
big jump in popularity at a time 
when general book publishing was 
taking a dive. 
The semi-annual 


United States census report on the 
publishing

What Authors Never Knew. 
So there is unusual timeliness In 


the Lesson which calls us back to 
the Bible's unique quality. It Is not 
like other books: It was, in ways 
past mortal defining, inspired In 
its writing by the mysterious and 
all-potent Holy Spirit of God. The 
writers did not know that a Power 
above themselves moved their pens.

pass In their training 
program.

the 
federal researchers 


developed 
the 
new 
Columbian 
breed, a dual-purpose job de- 
signed for both egg and meat pro- 
duction, they took plnfeathers In- 
to account, as well as skin and leg 
color. American housewives pre- 
fer 
a rich, creamy-yellow skin 
and yellow shanks. 


Started With Meaty Chassis. 
To 
get the Columbian, 
they 
started with the Sussex, a superior 
meat producer. Sussex chickens 
have white shanks and too-light 
skin. They brought In Rhode Isl- 
and Reds, superior egg producers 
with yellow legs and skin, and 
White Wyandottes, which 
have 
light plnfeathers. 


The Columbian has the meaty 
chassis of the Sussex, but the 
paint job is more attractive to the 
buyer's eye. In addition, the Co- 
lumbian approaches the egg rec- 
ord of the R. I. Reds. 


The Columbian is only one of 


many near-miracles worked with 
chickens. 
By selective breeding, the fed- 
eral men 
produced 
eggs with 


thick 
albumen, which

Another experiment saving the

BAF Bombers Attack Nazi Convoy

The RAF reported today that its 
bombers sank at least three ships 
from an axil convoy oft the Italian 
Island of Pantellarla, in the chan- 
nel between Sicily and Tunisia, 
Tueiday. 
• (The Italian high command, re- 
porting four British ships sunk In 
a Fascist air-naval attack on a 
convoy in the central Mediterran- 
ean yesterday, also acknowledged 
that one Italian 
ship had been 
sunk Tuesday by the British.) 


One of the Italian destroyers es- 


corting the convoy of four medium- 
sized merchant ships, also was hit 
by an air launched torpedo and 
damaged heavily at the stern, the 
RAF communique said. 
Two bombs were seen to hit a 


7,000-ton ship and set It afire and 
the vessel later was observed sub- 
merged with its stern up while two 
destroyeri stood by picking up sur- 
vivors, the communique added. 
Two hits also were scored on a 


6,-000-ton vessel, it said and a 8,- 
000-ton ship "which apparently •was 
carrying 
munitions was hit by 


three bombs and Immediately blew 
up and disappeared below the sur- 
face of "the water."

only of one 7,000-ton tanker and 
another merchant vessel, the RAF

sicana and Waco on Highway 31 
has been taken with the announce- 


" ment the Texas Highway Commis- 


sion will open bids on 11.5 miles 
from the western 
city limits of 


Corslcana to Silver City, July 30. 
The Dallas office of tho highway 


department has estimated the total 
cost of the drainage and dirt' pro- 
jects at $201,000. Plans call for a 
38-foot wide roadbed with eight 
26-foot bridges on a new location 
north of tho present road. The 
new highway, is slated to strike 
Corslcana 
at the city limits on 


West Seventh Avenue. 
The sec- 
tion 
will be paved 
later, when 


funda are available. 


Highway 31, according to the 


highway department, ia a part of 
the war 
department's 
strategic 
military highway system. Its im- 
provement at this time is ordered 
in keeping with the department's 
policy of concentrating available 
funds on highways considered by 
national defense agencies of stra- 
tegic importance. 


The present distance of 60 miles 


to Waco will be reduced to 52 miles 
by the new location. This saving 
is principally between Corsicana 
and Hubbard. A dirt and drainage 
project is under construction be- 
tween Mt. Calm and Dawson, leav- 
ing the only gap that sector from 
Silver City to Dawson. 


The new location will also pro- 
vide a modern highway for a sec- 
tion of Navarro County not pre- 
viously served by an all-weather 
road. 


Engineering on the project is in 
direct charge of C. C. Roddy of 
Corsicana, junior resident engin- 
eer.

To massage a patient's 
back so as to rest him, turn him 
o'n his stomach, with fingers' of 
both hands well dipped in alcohol, 
rub up th». spine with fingera on 
each side, then over shouldora and 
around and up again.
